DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In lines 12-14 of claim 1 "wall surrounding an antinode...of the intake air 
passageway" is confusing because it is unclear how the wall can surround the antinode, 
and in lines 17-18 of claim 1 "at least when there occurs the lower resonance mode 
disposed in the passageway wall" is unclear. 

Similarly, in lines 1 1 -1 3 of claim 7 "disposed where there is an antinode of the 
lower resonance mode corresponding to the whole length of the intake air passageway 1 ' 
is unclear. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
